Harriman Leaves Hospital 


After Writing Suicide Notes 


— 

NEW YORK, May 19.—(#)—Jos- 
eph W. Harriman wandered away to- 
day from the nursing home where he 
has been confined with heart disease, 
and while police searched for him his 
attorney disclosed he left several notes 
making it clear he intended to kill 
himself. 

The 66-year-old banker was sched- 
uled to go on trial in federal court 
Monday on charges of falsifying the 
books of the closed Harriman Nation- 
al Bank & Trust Company, which he 
founded in 1912. 

George S. Leisure, his attorney, 
made known the discovery of the sui- 
cide notes in a lengthy statement set- 
ting forth .Harriman’s physical and 
mental condition and defending his 
attempt to bolster the price of the 
bank’s stock, for which purpose he 
is alleged to have made false entries 
of $1,661,170. 

The statement did not disclose the 
contents of the notes or the identity 
of the addressees. 

“A few minntes after Mr, Harriman

had left,” the statement read, “several 
notes, addressed to members of his 
family and to his friends, were found 
in a desk in his room and the con- 
tents of these notes made it clear that 
— „Harriman intended to end his 
ite. 

“Mr. Harriman has been gravely ill 
for à long time, not only physically, 
but mentally: He was aware that 
he was suffering from an acuté and 
fatal disease of the heart and of the 
brain and that there was no hope of 
his recovery.”

Forty-one retaflers outside of Atlan- 
ta, have paid the federal tax. 
Fixe downtown Rogers stores, op- 
erated by Southern Grocery Stores, 
Inc., will open this morning with the 
amber fluid on sale at 20 cents per 
bottle as compared with the general 
retail. price of 30 cents. which pre- 
vailed over the city Friday. 

Stores where it will be on sale are 
at 90 Broad street, 29 Broad street, 
12 Broad street, 64 Walton street 
and at Edgewood and Pryor streets.

Will Maintain. Jobs of 
Present Employes But 
Not Fill Vacancies. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—(4)— 


at present wage scales, the adminis- 
tration’s railroad reorganization-econ- 
omy bill was favorably reported by 
the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee today and Chairman Dill said 
he would ask for early consideration. 

Several amendments proposed by 
the carriers, shippers and short lines 
also were approved before the com- 
mittee approved the bill, : 

Dill predicted a fight in the senate 
on the amendment prohibiting dismiss- 
al of employes or the cutting of wages 
in carrying out orders of the railroad 
regional committees and the federal 
co-ordinator, but said President Roose- 
velt had no objection to it, 


The amendment was approved in 
committee after a bitter controversy. 
Some members contended the railroad 
committees should be permitted to cut 
forces if rigid economy orders were 
to be complied with. 

Dill, however, said that under the 
amendment the roads would not be re- 
quired to fill normal vacancies up to 
5 per cent a year through deaths, re- 
tirements and resignations and in this 
way the carriers could reduce their 
forces by 50,000. 

The Washington senator also point- 
ed out that business is picking up and 
the roads could save in another way 
by not calling back men who have 
been laid off in recent months. 

Further changes provide: 

That the co-ordinator shall set up 
regional boards of adjustment to settle 
controversies between emplayers and 
employes arising out of his orders, 

That nothing in the bill shall be 
construed to require any employe to 
render labor service without his con- 
sent. 

That notice shall be given labor 
committees for eaeh of the three re- 
gional groups of carriers to give them 
an opportunity to present their views 
before any orders affecting employes 
are issued. 

That yellow dog contracts and com- 
pany unions are not recognized and 
only the standard railway labor 
unions will be dealt with. 

That states, municipalities and state 
commissions shall have the right to 
appeal to the interstate commerce 
commission from the co-ordinator's or- 
ders, which would not take effect un- 
til 20 days after publication. 

That the commerce commission 
shall not approve a loan to a carrier 
under the Reconstruction. Corporation 
act “if it is of the opinion that such 
carrier is in need of financial reor- 
ganization in the public interest.” 

The railroads objected to the orig- 
inal provision regarding loans on the 
ground it was too drastic.

THREE-FOLD BENEFITS. 

Leaders of the cotton industry 
are fostering a movement, which is 
receiving general approval, to in- 
duce the federal government to add 
to its regulations as to standard 
grades and staples of cotton, the 
provision that cotton shall be sold 
by the bale at net weight—in other 
words, less the weight of the bag- 
ging on the bale. 

Such a ruling would increase the 
use of cotton bagging in place of 
the jute now used, because the 
farmer would be disabused of the 
erroneous idea that when he sells a 
bale of cotton he gets paid as well 
for the nine pounds of jute bagging 
on it. Since cotton bagging weighs 
only five pounds to the bale, many 
cotton farmers believe that if they 
were to discontiriue the use of jute 
it would mean a net loss of four 
or five pounds to the bale. ; 

Should the government specify 
that cotton be sold at- net weight, 
there would be an incentive for the 
farmer’to use cotton bagging, which 
would necessitate, in the case of 
a 14,000,000-bale crop such as 
last year’s, the consumption of 84,- 
000,000 yards, or approximately 
100,000 pounds of cotton. 

The. discontinuance would take 
off the market each year two 
or three hundred thousand bales 
of the lowest grades of cotton 
and bring an enlarged market 
which would permit the opening of 
many closed mills in the south, 
many of whose thousands of em- 
ployes are being supported under 
Red Cross supervision. 

Thus a net weight ruling by the 
government would not only tend to 
raise the price of cotton but would 
reduce unemployment and bring 
immediate resumption of profit- 
able operation to many mills in the 
south. ' 

Not only should such federal ac- 
tion be taken, but accompanying it 
should be the enactment of a 
proper tariff against the importa- 
tion of jute into this country, this 
India-grown product being one of 
the few foreign commodities against 
which there is no protective barrier. 

Jute is grown in India on land 
valued at only a few cents an acre 
and cultivated by labor receiving 10 
cents a day wages. Formerly it 
was brought into this country and 
manufactured into bagging in New 
England, but the owners of these 
mils dismantled them years ago and 
shipped the machinery to India be- 
cause of the cheap labor procurable 
there. 

Cotton cannot meet such com- 
petition and as the result the 
south’s chief product is shipped in 
a foreign-grown and made material, 
instead of a better bagging made 
of its own staple. The situation 
has been made worse by the delu- 
sion of the average cotton grower 
that when he sells a bale of cotton 
he gets paid for the bagging— 
which is not the case. 

Whatever assistance the govern- 
ment can render towards the suc- 
cess of the campaign to bring about 
a general use of cotton bagging will 
be a direct relief step, having the 
three-fold result of increasing the 
consumption of cotton, bringing 
prosperity. back to the mills 
equipped to make this type of ma- 
terial, and reducing unemployment. 

The movement is one with so 
many. possible advantages and so 
lacking in objectional features that 
every member of congress from the 
south should give it full and earnest 
support.

500,000 HOMES NEEDED. 

Reports submitted to the recent 
sessions at Chicago of the National 
Conference on the Renewal of Home 
Building give sound reasons for op- 
timistic belief that a brisk renewal 
of construction activities is in the 
offing. 2 

It was shown from conservative 
estimates that the country is now 
short more than 500,000 homes, 
with vacancies rapidly decreasing 
in every section of the country. 

As added inducements to those 
who are able to do so to build now, 
it is pointed out that taxes on real 
property have been reduced in 
many sections; that the prospect is 
that it will soon be easier to ob- 
tain money to build a home than 
it has been in many years, and that 
research work during the four years 
of depression has developed new 
moderate-price materials, equipment 
and methods of construction su- 
perior to those which formerly cost 
a great deal more. 

Homes of beauty and convenience 
are now being pre-fabricated of lum- 
ber, steel and cement and can be 
erected at less cost than houses not 
as attractive could be built a dec- 
ade ago. Air-conditioning and other 
apparatus for the increase of 
comfort and the bettering of health 
add to the lure of a new home 
nowadays, 

Residential property now can 
be bought cheaper than at any 
time since the war and certainly 
at a lower price than for many 
years to come, if ever. The same 
thing is true of construction costs. 

If ever there was a time for 
home building, that time is now. 


LIFE IN THE COSMOS. 

The probability that intelligent 
life exists on Mars is maintained, 
and the creation of interstellar radio 
within 25 years is prophesied, by 
Hiram Pércy Maxim, world-famous,

It gives the secretary of interior 
the right, said Marland..to determine 
the market demand for petroleum 
products. Then, to each oil producing 
state the secretary of the interior 
would be authorized to allocate an 
“equitable” proportion of the total 
market demand. 

If the state did net accept the al- 
location a special committee would be 
appointed in the state to prorate state 
production. If that committee failed 
to agree, the secretary of the interior 
could establish the allowables. 

To enforce the restrictions the bill 
authorizes a tax of 50 cents a bar- 
rel—virtually prohibitive with low 
priceés—on all petroleum produced in 
excess of the market demand. 

Here are the principal provisions of 
the bill, which would: remain in effect 
two years: 

The secretary of the interior may— 

Fix maximum and minimum nrices, 
establish hours of work and minimum 


Determine the’ market demand for 
oil and gas and allocate the total to 
the oil producing states on any basis 
he chooses, except that the allocations 
must be “equitable proportions” ; 

Investigate methods and costs of 
producing, transporting, refining, sell- 
ings antl distributing oil and gas: 

Establish regulations governing im- 
ports, which shall not ex the 
daily average for the Inst half of 
932, so long as domestic production 
is sufficient ; 

Prorate allocations to states if the 
states refuse to accept the allow- 
ables ; 

Reeommend uniform conservation 
laws to the state, including regula- 
tion and control of drilling and pro- 
ducing; retention of crude oil under 
ground if production is in excess of 
market demand, equitable apportion- 
ment among various owners, author- 
ization for unit ‘operation a com- 
mon pool; anything else he deems 
proper to enforce the purposes of the

Investigate “monopolistic practices” 
in the oil industry; 

Investigate the feasibility of di- 
vorcing pipe lines and storage facili- 
ties from refineries. 


Before any oil or gas could be.

An appeal to the state supreme court 
to prevent the trial of Thomas J.

BERLIN, May 19.—(UP)—The 
cabinet headed by Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler tonight announced the promul- 
gation of five new laws, the most im- 
portant of which were the creation of 
a body known as the “trustees of la- 
bor.“ and a law for the protection of 
national symbols.

11 NATIONS SEEK 
SLVERPRICE HIKE 


Six-Point Program To Be 
Worked Out at Econom- 
ic Conference. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—(4)— 
Definite agfeement among nations in- 
terested in improving the price of 
silver on a six-pomt program to be 
worked out at the world economic con- 
ference in London was made known 
today by Senator Pittman, democrat, 
Nevada, who has been appointed to 
the delegation. 

The announcement was made as 
preliminary White House conversa- 
tions with spokesmen of 11 leading 
nations entered their final stages and 
the monetary policy being prepared 
for agreement at London took on 
greater clarity. 

The six points to which Pittman 
said all the nations consulted had 
agreed were: 

1. That the price of silver should 
be reasonably raised and substantial- 
ly stabilized. 

2. That the silver question is a 
part of the general problem of cur- 
rency stabilization. 

3. That governments should agree 
to abandon the policy and practice of 
debasing and melting up silver. 

4. That the fineness of debased 
coins should be restored as rapidly as 
practicable. 

5. That so far as possible there 
should be a large use of silver as a 
base for currency issues. 

6. That tariffs and other obstruc- 
tions to a free movement of silver 
should be lowered or eliminated.

The senate began debate on 
controversial measure today and house 
leaders prepared to take it up earl 
next week in the slightly modified 
form in which it was offered at that 
end of the capitol by Chairman Stea 
gall, of the banking committee. 

Ultimate fate of the bill still rested 
with the administration, but in open 
ing ‘senate debate, Senator Glas 
democrat, Virginia, strongly intimat 
ed that President Roosevelt ne 
longer opposed to insuring deposit 
although he said this did not hold 
good for his treasury secretary. 

Secretary Woodin, the Virginia told 
the senators circled about him, “was 
and is utterly opposed” to insuring 
deposits. 

Despite this statement, however 
Woodin had submitted to the Glas:

which was rejected as too liberal.

Charley Moore, manager of the At- 
lanta Crackers, is now a full fledged 
Kentucky colonel.

~ WORLD PEACE EFFORT 


Southern Group Déplores 
Return of Beer in Letter 
| to Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—(?)— 
The Southern Baptist convention to- 
day voted approval of a letter to be 
presented to President Roosevelt to- 
morrow approving his appeal to the 
rulers of nations to maintain peace, 
but deploring the return of legalized 
beer and protesting against the move- 
ment to repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

A committee including one repre- 
sentative of each of the 18 participat- 
ing states was appointed to call on 
the president, 

A plan to appeal to Mr. Roosevelt 
to use Reconstruction Corporation 
fufids for financing of church colleges 
and missionary projects was not pre- 
sented to the convention, but was elim- 
inated before the final draft of the 
letter to the president. reached the 
convention floor. 

The letter, as it will be presented 
tomorrow, contained four sections, the 
first calling down a spiritual blessing 
on the president and the second ap- 
proving his “earnest effort to relieve 
the distress of millions of men now 
without employment by means of 
which they can earn an honest living 
for their families.” The third section 
read: “We most cordially approve 
your noble appeal to the rulers of all 
nations to maintain peace and to 
frown upon aggression on the part of 
any nation against another nation.” ; 

The fourth dealt with the prohibi- 
tion question as follows: 

“We deplore the return of the le- 
galized sale of beer and wine. We 
would regard the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment as a calamity to 
our nation. We believe that prohibi- 
tion at its worst is better than the 


f | legalized sale of intoxicating liquor 


for beverage purposes at its best. We 
earnestly hope that our president will 
not participate actively in the move- 
ment to repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment.” 

Various phases of the financial 
plight of the church were presented 
in annual reports. 

Austin Crouch, of Nashville, Tenn., 
executive secretary, said $1,198,679 
had passed through his office in 1932, 
a decrease of $130,899 from 1931. 

Charley E. Maddry, of Richmond, 
Va., said that after every possible re- 
duction was made in the budget of 
the foreign missionary board, it was 
necessary to cut $50, more, com- 
pelling holding in this country, with- 
out salary, 30 missionaries who. were 
on furlough and re:dy to return. 

For the home mission board, J. B. 
Lawrence, of Atlanta, Ga., reported 
“meeting obligations on a constantly 
decreasing income.” Conversions were 
2,668 during the year. é 

Lawrence told the convention the 
home mission finances were in such 
a critical state that the board had a 
consultation with bankers just before 
coming to the convention. He said 
the debt totaled $1,674,000, but as- 
sured the convention he believed the 
bankers would “play along” with the 
church and “see them through.’ 

I. J. Van Ness, of Nashville, Tenn., 
said Southern Baptist Sunday schools 
had increased from a 2,952,910 en- 
rollment in 1931 to 3,051,469 in 1932, 
a gain of 98,559 members.
